Lecturer  Line  To  Present  ‘Wonders  Of  The  West’ 


Francis  R.  Line,  who  has 
spoken  personally  before  more 
than  a  million  persons  in  the 
last  15  years,  will  present  his 
feature-length  color  motion 
picture,  “Seven  Wonders  of 
the  West,”  Friday,  Feb.  4,  at 
8  p.m.  in  Knights  Gymnasium. 

"Seven  Wonders  of  the.  West” 
is  a  continuous  story  of  a  rollick¬ 
ing,  humor-packed  trip  which  the 
Line  family  undertake  in  their 
“midget"  station  wagon.  It  is 
20,000  miles  of  laughs,  adventure 
and  beauty,  with  a  deep  under¬ 
current  of  spiritual  values. 


The  film  will  include  such  fam¬ 
ous  sights  as  the  Grand  Canyon, 
Mt.  Hood,  Salt  Lake,  Bryce  and 
Zion  Canyons,  Yellowstone  and 
the  Grand  Coulee  Dam.  Other 
adventures  will  concern  skiing, 
lumbering,  rodeos,  fiestas  and 
Indian  ceremonials. 

Begins  Travels  At  11 
Starting  to  travel  at  the  age  of 
11,  Line  made  his  first  journey 
around  the  world  at  the  age  of  21. 
For  years,  equipped  only  with  a 
color  camera,  trained  scholastic 
mind,  a  feeling  for  beauty  and 
the  urge  for  adventure.  Line  has 
been  penetrating  to.  remote  parts 
of  the  world  to  bring  back  vivid 
documentary  films. 


His  first  allcolor  motion  pic¬ 
ture,  produced  in  1939,  was  the 
film  epic  “Lapland  Adventure." 
To  produce  this  picture,  Line  trav¬ 
eled  across  the  Arctic  wastes  in 
winter  by  reindeer  and  pulka, 
lived  with  the  Lapp  people  and 
filmed  reindeer  herds. 

In  the  fall  of  1939,  Line  pro¬ 
duced  a  motion  picture  on  Fin¬ 
land,  followed  by  “Circle  of  Fire" 
in  1940,  which  became  the  lead¬ 
ing  film  on  the  Pacific  war  zone. 
Sheep  Trek  Brings  Fame 

After  the  war,  "Sheep,  Stars 
and  Solitude,"  a  story  of  a  wilder¬ 
ness  sheep  trek  in  Arizona, 
brought  his  greatest  fame.  The 
film  was  voted  first  place  on  near¬ 
ly  every  lecture  course  where 
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shown  throughout  America,  and 
was  voiced  in  23  foreign  languages 
by  the  United  States  Stale  Depart¬ 
ment  as  a  record  of  a  great  epic 
in  American  life. 

Line  founded  the  Chaffey  Com¬ 
munity  Art  Association  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  and  created  Eagle  Rock,  a  bird 
and  wild  life  refuge.  A  member 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Adventure 
Club,  New  York  Explorers  Club, 
New  York  Adventure.  Circumnav¬ 
igators  and  l’hi  Beta  Kappa,  he 
has  written  and  photographed  for 
The  National  Geographic  maga¬ 
zine  and  is  listed  in  "Who's  Who" 
on  the  Pacific  coast.  Line  also 
appears  annually  before  llie  lead¬ 
ing  clubs  and  universities  and  on 
the  largest  lecture  courses  in 
America. 

Awarded  Top  Honors 

In  1954  the  World  Adventure 
Series  of  Detroit,  America’s  Larg¬ 
est  illustrated  lecture  course, 
awarded  him  nll-tiine  top  honors 
ns  the  most  popular  film-lecturer 
in  its  21-year  history.  This  first 
place  award  was  in  competition 
with  virtually  every  "big  name" 
lecturer  in  the  illustrated  field 
during  the  last  generation.
